PLAINFIELD , Vermont 
(LNS)-We had come, at the end of June, 
along with nearly 2,000 other. people 
down the winding Vermont road that 
led to Goddard College and the 
Alternate Media Project’s “First 
Gathering". 

Goddard is planted on 600 Green 
Mountain acresof hillside, meadow, and 
forest. The buildings are rustic cottages; 
mossy pathways lead you into 
wilderness; and frogs glub day and night 
in ponds under incredibly starry skies. 

‘The Gathering’s original focus on 
radio had been forced by popular 
demand to include other media. A small 
number of media radicals were there, 
along with: promoters of record 
companies, AM and FM dise jockeys, 
CBS-and other network spies, rock 
bands, journalists, and those who make 
music, films, comic strips, video tapes 
and/or money and who think of 
themselves as participants in (or reapers 
of) an alternative culture. Also there 
were festive gypsies, Hog Farmers, pot 
heads, ramblers, groupies, and all 
manner of young white peace folk 
hoping for a Festival... 

The Video-Freaks; called for a 
fuck-in for 2:30 on a Thursday 
afternoon, down by the swimming hole. 

Rumors of the fuck-in were floating 
high at the only scheduled women's 
workshop, which occurred at 1:30 that 
same Thursday under the mild title, 
“Women in the Media".

When 
she let loose, he hid his camera behind 
him and backed up against a tree. 

A heated dialogue-confrontation 
followed, in which at times it was 
necessary for three women to surround 
one man in order to get him to shut up 
and listen. These men are avowedly 
"antisexist". They are only “doing their 
thing”. Doing their thing includes, in 
one man’s words, “balling chicks,” 
and/or “filming chicks being balled”. 

But, for our own self-defense and 
self-determination, our things was to 
overthrow the forms of degradation we 
had come up off the pedestal to 
understand. 

We not only stopped the filming of 
the fuck-in, we apparently stopped the 
fuck-in, for none was held that day.

WASHIN N-The House 
gave overwhelming approval August 10th 
to the Equal Rights Amendment which 
has been periodically sidetracked by the 
House Judiciary Committee ever sinceft 
was first introduced 47 years ago. It now 
goes to the Senate where 83 of the 100 
members are sponsoring it, making 
passage a certainty. If cleared by the 
Senate, which has twice before given its 
approval, it then has to be ratified by 
three-fourths of the state legislatures in 
order to become law. 

The proposal provides that “equality 
of rights under the law shall not be 
denied or abridged by the United States 
er by any state on account of sex.” 

Four California votes against the 
amendment were by Republican Reps. 
John G. Schmitz, Charles E. Wiggins and 
Paul MeCloskey, Jr. and Democrat 
Jerome Waldie. 

The chief opposition came from Rep. 
Emanual Cellar (D-NY) who argued it was 
irresponsible for the House to vote on an 
amendment to the Constitution after 
only an hour of debate. (47 years isn't 
enough?

Macrae Smith plans a 
career book for women that will include

Haven, Conn (LNS)-Margaret Carter 
Hudgins, one of the Panther New Haven | 
Nine, who has spent the last 14 months 
in prison without trial, is gravely ill. Her 
condition is declining behind the thick 
walls of N iantic State Prison, and the 
Panthers fear for her life. 

"Shes terribly weak,” says her 
sister, Frances Carter. “A few times she 
has fallen out of bed and been too weak Í 
to call for help. We're afraid Margaret 
has developed an arthritic condition in 
there-her fingers and nails are curling up 
completely. Its affected her 
handwriting. 

Margaret’s sister Frances was 
standing just outside the tiny courtroom 
where New Haven officials hope to send 
Margaret, Lonnie MeLucas, Bobby 
Seale, Ericka Huggins and the rest of the 
New Haven Nine to the electric chair. 

"Margaret's condition started in 
April, after she'd been in jail for Il 
months," Frances explains, “It turns 
out that if Margaret has suffered a 
terminal or permanent damage, it's 
grounds for getting her out of prison. 
The state's really afraid of that so 
they 've denied her expert medical help. 
She tells them she'sin pain and they give 
her aspirin." 

Margaret Hudgin's doctor, Richard 
‘Timpson, is trying to get to see her, but 
prison officials say no. They don’t want 
to risk having to put another Panther 
back on the streets of New Haven’s 
angry ghetto-no matter how sick she 
may be. That's why they rounded up the 
entire New Haven chapter in the first 
place, just as it was getting started alittle 
over a year ago. That's why New York 
City police did the same thing to the 
New York chapter when it was getting 
organized, arresting the Panther A on 
trumped up conspiracy charges. 

Dr. Timpson says he will go to 


prison officials would maintain such an 
inhuman position of denying a person 
her right to medical treatment,” 
‘Timpson explains, The Panthers will try 
a legal suit if Timpson is refused, but 
suits take time and Margaret’s condition 
is declining. 

“The brothers and sisters are being 
denied medical treatment and being 
held in isolation cells," Frances Carter 
told a June 14 rally in New Haven. (She 
was released for lack of evidence after 14 
months in jail herself.) “But their spirits 
are still alive, and we want them to know 
that we love them. We're going to sue 
the state for malpractice and we're going 
to prove that the pigs are liars and that 
the Panthers are the servants of the 
people. It is the people who will set the 
New Haven Nine free!”

WASHINGTON, D,C--The C^& Py 
;Telephone Company in Washington, D.C. | 
has developed a really refined method of 
discriminating against women right from | 
the time they apply for a job. Women 
who apply for work with the company ! 
are given pregnancy tests without their 
knowledge, in order to weed out | 
applicants who may be pregnant. 

According to Dr. ILawrenceA. Pyle, Jr., | 
the company’s medical director, quoted 
in the July 18 Washington Post, this 
policy saves the company at least $700 in 
training costs for each woman who would 
quit to have her baby. 

The manufacturer of the pregnancy 
test used by C & P Telephone says that 
seyeral other U.S. industries conduct the 
same test on female job applicants. (The

Six hundred members of local 854 of 
the International Union of Electricians 
(85% women) have been on strike since 
June 2nd. This local covers the two RCA 
plants in Van Nuys and West Los Angeles 
but is also part of the nationwide strike 
covering 2, 000 members. 

A key issue in the strike is the 
percentage offer RCA has made the 
strikers, As usual, a percentage offer as 
contrasted with an across-the-board 
increase hurts the lowest pay grades 
which are comprised mostly of women. 
Grades 7-9 include inspectors and 
assemblers. Women are allowed to be 
inspectors to judge the work of 
assemblers but oddly enough aren't 
considered qualified to be assemblers.

Childcare 


In Communist societies, the first 
emphasis is put on the education of 
children, which includes full facilities for 
day-care for the children of working 
mothers-along with overnight, week-end, 
two-week or, as needed, full time care in 
boarding: schools. Most women work in 
Communist countries but the children are 
not penalized as is so sadly true in the 
U.S. because of the lack of competent 
day care. (Most American nursery 
schools, even the expensive ones, keep 
the children only till noon. There are all 
but no competent private nurses for 
all-day home care.) 

In the Communist states children 
today usually live with their family units 
at home (unless there is illness, divorce or 
disaster that makes possible for the 
child to stay with his parents), but full 
child care is provided by skilled nurses 
and teachers in the child care centers, 
kindergartens and schools,

Here's 
where our real threat from the 
Communist world comes from-the care 
and training of children-much more than 
from Russias missiles and rockets.

Landmark 
Sex-Bias Suit 


The Department of Justice filed a 
landmark sex-bias suit July 20 against 
Libbey-Owens- Ford, Inc., a Toledo-based 
glass-maker. The United Glass and 
Ceramic Workers of North America and 
its Local 9 in Toledo were also named as 
defendants. The suit, based on Title VII 
of the 1964 Civil Rights Act, seeks 
preliminary and permanent injunctions 
against the company and the union to 
require equal opportunities for women in 
hiring, job assignments, promotions, 
overtime work and seniority. The suit 
specifically charges that Libbey-Owens 
hires women for production jobs at only 
one of its five Toledo-area plants and 
then assigns then to "less desirable and 
lowerpaying jobs" subject to a high 
frequency of layoffs. i 
contends that labor con! 
the company and the Glass Workers 
Union shortehange women employees on 
seniority. Instead of basing seni 
total time with the company, it is 
in certain jobs from which women have 
either been excluded or have had only

On civil rights of women, the 
Convention resolved that the NAACP 
implement six specific recommendations:

“That the Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance guidelines on sex 
discrimination be expanded to i 
goals and timetable.” These guidelines, 
effective June 9, 1970, unlike the earlier 
guidelines relating to racial 
discrimination, do not include any 
specifie goals for the employment of 
women by federal contractors, nor do 
they give any timetables or time limits for 
the achievement of equality of 
opportunity for women. 

“That to the extent not already done, 
data colleded by the Federal Government 
include collection, tabulation, and 
ation of economie data by sex." 

"That women receive equal pay for 
equal work. 

"That the Fair La bor Standards Act 
be extended to cover every job wit 
reach of Federal authority...All 
employees, including domestic workers 
and all other workers in the United States 
should be paid not less than the Federal 
minimum wage; the equal pay provi 
should be extended to executive, 
administrative, and professional 
employees. 

“That Title II of the CivilRights Act of 
1964 be amended to include sex," to 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of 
sex in public accomodations.

Not Enough 


for A Possibl 
pal Rights for Women" will 
be held August 26 at noon in Lafayette 

Park, Washington, D.C. The rally is 
sponsored by Federally Employed 
Women, Inc., a non-profit organization 
founded in 1968 to end sex 
discrimination in government services 
and to increase job opportunities for 
women. 

The rally will mark the 50th 
anniversary of the date the 19th 
Amendment went into effect. FEW has 
invited women’s organizations and all 
Congresswomen to join in the rally. 
Congresswoman Shirley Chisholm 
(D-NY) has already agreed to speak 
there. 

FE has also asked the President to 
request the heads of all Federal agencies 
to declare August 26 as “Federal 
Women's Day“. Program coordinators in 
each agency are being asked by FEW to 
set up discussion groups on that day to 
evaluate the lack of upward mobility for 
women. 

FEW has also called on the 
President to issue an appropriate 
proclamation for August 26. Even tho 
the female government workers cannot 
strike, FEW is in full accord with the 
struggle of women everywhere in their 
demand for full rights under the 
Constitution.

The concept of "women's rights" 
expresses one way of looking at the 
position of women in our society; the 
concept of “women’s liberation expresses 
another. To summarize the differences, 
women's rights wants to "bring women 
into full participation in the mainstream 
of American society now." (to quote 
from NOW's national statement). 
Women's Liberation believes that the 
nature of American mainstream 
society--competitivé, profitoriented, 
wasteful-will attract few women to want 
full participation in the fimt place and 
would not be capable of abscrbing such 
participation without profound disarray 
in the second place. Women's rights

existing institutions. In this view, there is 
nothing wrong with American society 
except that it excludes significant groups 
from particip ation in its benefits. 

In contrast to NOW's concrete list of 
legislative proposals, Women’s Liberation 
appears vague because it talks about 
solutions which aren't apparent to most 
women, solutions which don’t exist at all 
in anything we can point to in the U.S. 
Yet this problem should not be surpt 
when we consider that it has been this 
very lack of alternatives that has kept 
women in their place for so long. If you 
are unable to imagine what freedom 
might look like, then you are basically 
powerless. You are powerless because 
what power is all about is the ability to 
define alternatives, to set the limits of the 
world of possibilities. Most people in this 
society are powerless because they accept 
the alternative solutions laid down for 
them and have even lost the ability to 
envison new ways. Thus democracy in the 
U.S. means voting in elections and 
choosing between two candidates put up 
by the party apparatus, candidates who 
strive to avoid controversy and do not 
differ significantly in outlook. For 
women, the choices laid down are career 
or family; no one thinks of defining the 
situation differently. We move in a world, 
of close horizons, where narrowchoices 
are set down and so strictly maintained 
by society's institutions and values that 
large numbers of women can escape only 
by changing society itself.

With these two bad 
solutions, women will never be able either 
their problem or envision a 
on. The NOW people sometimes 
f society will somehow change by 
itself and evolve into something entirely 
new as more groups demand equal rights. 
In order to disprove this contention and 
make clearer our argument for 
fundamental change, let us analyze the 

of women's rights and how it is 
related to present institutions. 

It iszhard to understand an economic 
system when you are in it as it is to 
imagine new choices, so the following 
remarks must necessarily be sketehy and 
without proper documentation. One basic 
thing about our economic system is that 
it is based on profit. The criterion of 
whether or not something will be 
produced is how much profit it will net, 
not whether someone needs it. These 
decisions about production are made by 
individuakax boards of directors ofthe 

ions. This group is surprisingly 
small--1% of the population owns 43% of 
private wealth and 63% of investment 
assets. It is true that people elect a 
government and this government spends 
taxpayers money on those socially 
necessary items which aren't profitable 
like cancer research or public education. 
Government allocation of resources to 
projects in the federal interest such as 
control of air pollution has definite 
limits. Government can neither drain 


certain changes in life styles have been 


funds from corporations nor compete 
with them on a large scale without 
hurting business on the. world 
market and consequently slowing down 
the entire economy. Without putting any 
value judgment on the system we have, it 
is apparent that it sets certain li 
our choices, it sets definite alternatives 
within which power and goods are 
allocated. In the same way that society's 
values act as blinders to shut out new 
possibilities, economic insitutions channel 
men’s activities and priorities into certain 


set molds. 
me peple point out, however, that 


occurring within this system among 
segments of the population such as 
youth, blacks, and some women. Changes 
have occurred but those that have taken 
place have oc curred among groups which 
are marginal to the system. Could the 
majority of working men and women in 
this country, with their families and their 
bills, begin living in e ways without 
clashing head-on with a System geared for 
profit rather than needs?

On the less skilled 
level, there are not enough jobs to 
accomodate even the white males who 
need them. The rest-women, teenagers 
and minorities--are kept out, minorities 
being blatantly discriminated against, 
women and youth given their own 
subculture to keep them busy.

Gal 
Friday may be doing the equivalent of a 
man, but, she will always get paid less for 
it. Other professions such as teaching and 
social work have traditionally been held 
at low wages as a whole because they are 
dominated by women. Since women are 
1/3 of all who work, to equalize their pay 
(to give themthe same rating and pay 
when they de the same work that a man 
does) would cut deeply into profit rates. 
To do this slowly over a 10 year period 
might be theoretically possible. Vet 
women’s special position in the economy 
gives her no levers of power to force such 
a change. Such a scheme of paying equal 
wages for the same work is virtually 
impossible given our present values and 
the already articulated and crying needs 
going unfulfilled such as rebuilding the 
cities and purifying the air. 

(2) Woman's position on the bottom: 
the real nitty-gritty of inequality comes 
in the kinds of jobs women occupy—3I% 
are in secretarial or clerical 
service jobs, and only 13% 
(and these are mostly tea 
been possible for some time to automate 
many menial jobs out of existence but 
with present wage-seales, it may not be 
worthwhile. If these jobs were well-paid 
they would probably disappear. But can 
we at least end the relegation of people to 
menial, low-paying jobs on the basis of 
sex and color (janitors and secretaries are 
easily identifiable? Could men and 
women equally occupy the jobs at the 
bottom? (a strange kind of freedom and 
equality). Whenever you try to change 
just one area of discrimination against 
women, you are immediately required to 
tamper with other areas, Here you run up 
against the whole problem of attitudes 
and roles. The idea of nale authority 
with a male secretary threatens our whole 
conception of Western ration! 
Women are trained to be passive and 
dependent and me ntil this 
has changed (whi an entire 
new human way of looking at life) such 
solutions to inequality are unthinkable.

(3) Day-care centers: this third area of 
equality is considered. one of the most 
important by both women’s rights and 
women’s liberation. Child rasing is at the 
heart of any change in women’s position. 
At present, the demanding and 
time-consuming job of child-raising is the 
responsibility and work of women. This 
means that working women realy have 
two jobs- their forty-hour week plus 
their responsibilities for home and 
children. So in order that women can 
have home and family and also have time 
for work or other activities, can have 
what men naturally consider their own 
right, we n are centers. 

The probl olved in getting good 
daycare centers all over the country point 
up women's weak position in economy 
and society. Women are marginal. We 
make up tens of thousands of small, 
private, sub-socicties called. the family 
which are connected to mainstream 
society thru men.

They are 
depressed, anxious, sometimes 
paranoid, and they ery alot. 

Sound familiar? Despite the name 
one doesn’t have to be a mother to 
experience the ailment.

Is it any wonder that a woman in 
this circumstance is tired? Is it any 
wonder that she responds with 
irritability when she returns home at 
night to find her student husband, after 
a day or half day at home, drinking beer 
and shooting the bull with his cronies, 
the ring still in the bathtub, his dishes 
undone, his clothes where he dropped 
them the night before, even his specific 
little chores like taking out the garbage 
unaccomplished? 

Is it any wonder that she is tempted 
to scream when at the very moment she 
has gotten rid of the company, plowed 
through some of the mess, and is 
standing in a tiny kitchen over a hot 
stove her husband begins to make sexual 
advances? He naively expects that these 
advances will fill her with passion, 
melting all anger, and result not only in 
her forgetting and forgiving but in 
gratitude and renewed love. Ever hear 
the expression, “A woman loves the 
man who satisfies her"? Some men find 
that. delusion comforting. A couple of 
screws and the slate is wiped clean. Who 
needs to pay forservants or buy his wife 


a washing machine when he has a cock? 


And even the most self-deluded 
woman begins to feel depressed, 
anxious, and used, when she finds that 
her husband is embarrassed by herin the 


what she istalkingabout or emphasizes a 
point by sayingit isso clear even his wife 
can understand it. 

He begins to confuse knowl 
with a personal attribute like height or a 
personal virtue like honesty. He 
becomes disdainful of and impatient 
with ignorance, equating it with 
stupidity, obstinacy, laziness, and in 
some strange way, immorality. He 
forgets that his cultivation took place at 
his wife's expense. He will not admit 
that in stealing from his wife her time, 
energy, leisure, and money he also steals 
the possibility of her intellectual 
development, her present, and her 
future, 

But the working wife sending her 
husband through school has no 
monopoly on this plight. It also comes 
to those who only stand andwait-in the 
home, having kiddy after kiddy while 
their husbands, if they are able, learn 
something , grow somewhere.

In any case, we began this diversion 
by saying that women who are not 
mothers can also suffer from the “Tired 
Mother Syndrome”. Once a mother, 
however, it takes on a new dimension. 
There is a difference of opinion in the 
medical and sociological literature with 
regard to the genesis of this ailment. 
Betty Friedan, in the sociological vein, 
argues that these symptoms are the 
natural outgrowth of restricting the 
mind and body of these women to the 
narrow confines of the home. She 
discusses the destructive role of 
monotonous, repetitive work which 
never issues in any lasting, let alone 
important achievement. Dishes which 
are done only to be dirtied the same day; 
beds which are made only to be unmade 
the same day. Her theory also lays great 
emphasis on the isolation of these 
women from the larger problems of 
society and even from contact with 
those concerned with things not 
domestic, other than their husbands. In 
other words, the mind no more than the 
body can function in a straight jacket 
and the effort to keep it going under 
these circumstances is indeed tiring and 
depressing. 

Dr Spock somewhat sides with that 
theory. The main line medical approach

Tired Mother Syndrome" because 
they are tired. They work l6 hour day, 
7 days a week. Automation and unions 
have led to a continuously shortened 
day for men but the work day of 
housewives with children has remained 
constant.

Sometime ago the Ladies Home Journal 
* conducted and published a forum on the 
; plight of young mothers, Ashley 
Montague and some otherprofessionals 
plus members of the Journal staff 
interviewed four young mothers. Two 
of them described their morning 
breakfast routine; 

One woman indicated that she 
made the breakfast, got it out, left the 
children to eat it and then ran to the 
washing machine. She filled that up and 
ran back to the kitchen, shoved a little 
food in the baby’s mouth and tried to 
keep the others eating. Then she ran 
back to the machine, put the clothes in a 
wringer and started the rinse water. 

The other woman stated they had 
bacon every morning so the first thing 
she did was put the bacon on and the 

heater for coffee. Then she went back to 
her room and made up the bed. 
“Generally, | find myself almost 
running back and forth. I don't usually 
walk. I run to makethe bed." By that 
time the pan is hot and she runs back to 
turn the bacon. She finishes making the 
children's breakfast and if she is lucky, 
she gets to serve it before she is forced to 
dash off and attend to the baby, 
changing him and sitting him up. She 
rushes back, plops him ina little canvas 
chair, serves the children if she has not 
already done so, and makes her 
husband's breakfast. And so it goes 
throughthe day.

says it is largely incomprehensible, but a 
sense of foredoomed tragedy permeates 
the writing. It is intensely, altho not 
literally, autobiographical and reveals 
Zelda! fatalistic view of her life and her 
recognition that the protective 
atmosphere she grew up in did not 
prepare her to deal with the outside 
world. She tells the story of a young 
woman who, scarred by a highly 
traumatic experience in her youth, is 
unable to change the course of her life 
or to control what happens to her. 

In 1948 Zelda died in a fire at the 
asylum in North Carolina. Her ghastly 


strength and purpose, not quiet 
passivity and aimlessness. But 
Leigh-Taylor is a jeftist- not a 
feminist-painting leftists, so there are 
contradictions in her subjects.

Before I leave Zelda, 1 feel compelled 
to comment on Time Magazine's review 
of the book. Most of the reviews I have 
read in The New York Times, Saturday 
Review, Life, praise the book and seem to 
agree with the balanced view of the 
Fitzgeralds presented in it. It seems to me 
that one can only conclude from reading 
Nancy Milford's account that neither 
Zelda nor Scott can be assigned complete 
blame for the tragedies that befell them. 
Their neuroses and insecurities played on 
each other in disastrous ways. 

Time, however, in its inimitable 
fashion, has assigned the blame and 
declared the truth: "By anybody s 
judgment, Scott Fitzgerald made a 
disastrous marriage." The review is 
stridently anti-Zelda. The article is so 
blatantly slanted that it is obvious the 
reviewer had made up his mind before he 
read the first page. Consistently he quotes 
Zelda out of contextso that what she says 
seems far more extreme than it actually 
was.

One of the reviewers foregone 
conclusions is that "Zelda had no 
maternal feelings..." as if this were final 
proof of her worthlessness and the 
ultimate condemnation of her. Even if 
the statement were true, in an 
enlightened age it hardly makes her an 
ogre. But the fact that the reviewer feels 
compelled to make the point exposes 
society’s deep-seated prejudice against a 
woman who doesn’t yearn for 
children--she is, in society’s eyes, less than 
a woman, hardly human, and certainly 
selfish and immature. 

Certainly it is true that Zelda found 
many of the demands of motherhood 
stifling and she could not fit into the 
pattern of the ideal American mother, 
not an uncommon phenomenon for 
intelligent, lively women. But time and 
time again in her comments to Scott, to 
her doctors, to Scottie, Zelda revealed her 
concern and love for her daughter and her 
guilt over not having been a "proper" 
mother.

The strengths of the book are its 
authentic accounts of the development of 
the eastern branches of the movement, 
particularly the Stanton-Anthony 
Brigade, the relationship of black women 
to Women’s Liberation, the succinet 
analysis of the failures of early 
feminism,and the comparison of them 
with today’s movement. 

‘The weaknesses are those of all books 
which come out of the east coast. They 
ignore the ern branch, particularly 
Los Angeles. Also bocause the movement 
is changing so rapidly, this one is already 
dated by recent events.

Tts word patterns are so set that only 
stereotyped feelings are discussed. Rarely 
is there the inrush of feeling that occurs 
from a newly realized insight. Women 
meet for consciousnessraising to get to 
the gut feeling that all of them share. 
They speak to the question of sexism or 
male chauvinism. Movement men exercise 
cock privilege by relegating all the 
shitwork to chicks. When a sister raps 
about her oppression as a sex object, her 
sisters may still say, "Right on!” 

A sister is unlikely to work in a 
straight job. Poor and frequently hungry 
sisters rip off food and clothing from 
capitalist storeowners who steal the labor 
of their employees. 

A sister who doesn't understand that 
we are all oppressed by the humiliation of 
our sisters may be denounced as 
antiwoman.

women’s liberation group. They insist that 
“revolution is a business“ and the 

“feminist movement is the product” they 
are selling. 

Who are they? Patti Harrison and 
Robin Tyler. They act as a “feminist 
comedy team" to reach the “general 
public i who listen because “we 
do not alienate, we do not create 
hos tilities.” What they do create is a 
show business career for themselves as 
they continue mouthing all the 
anti-woman stereotypes accepted by the 
“general public”. 

Women who reach the top at the 
expense of other women are not new. 
Harrison and Tyler differ in that tho they 
could do so much to raise consciousness, 
they fail so miserably and obviously. 

Ín a recent appearance before the Los 
Angeles chapter of N.O.W., Robin opened 
her routine by asking a man in the 
audience to judge her figure. A series of 
“body” jokes followed. That is typical of 
her approach. The "feminist" material, 
which she and Patti write, focuses on 
sexuality and bathroom humor, with 
plenty of double-entendres. All this is 
geared to appeal to, and appease, the men 
in the audience. Harrison and Tyler want 
lo raise the "awareness" of men, not to 
turn on and organize women. In their 
USO tour of Vietnam, they talked with 
the men, but not the women in the U.S. 
forces and they probably never even 
thought of talking with Vietnamese 
women. They really expect to raise issues, 
they claim, tho the women in their 
nightclub and group audiences have only 
two characters to identify with: the 
bullying, anti- feminist character played: 
by Robin and the dizzy, sex- minded 
character of Patti. 

Examples of their "feminist comedy" 
include these two-liners: 

Patti: I'm in the woi liberation 
movement and women are revolting. 

Robin: Judging by you, yes 

Patti: Im a free woman. 

Robin: What do you think, I charge?

Patti: Women should push together in 
one big movement...We need a woman 
President and I’m that woman. 

Robin: You want to be President? 
Being President is a very demanding job. 

Patti: I’m willing to put out. 

In most couplets, Robin makes some 
comment on Patti's looks or lack of 
brains. This may appease men, but it also 
effectively reminds women that ridicule is 
the first weapon used against the rebel. It 
reinforces the male contention that 
feminists don't know what they're yelling 
about, and that the source problem of 
feminists is sex, or lack of it. In other 
it turns women away from the 
liberation movement. 

Harrison and Tyler do have a few good 
things to say. At one point, Robin asks 
Patti: What is a feminist? Patti answers: 
Not a hygiene deodorant! Later, Robin 
notes that in the U.S., " women are 
supposed to be happy in our General 
Electric-polished tombs.” And "women 
are not taught to have goals" as 
individuals. 

But overshadowing these gems are the 
enormous number of anti-woman, 
anti-feminist, anti- intellectual, 
anti-ethnic group jokes and statements. 
Robin's explanations of the reasons for a 


feminist movement are shallow 
recitations of legal and job 
discrimination, anti- Freudianism, and 


total rejection of lesbians, prostitutes, 
militants and "masculine- appearing" 
women in the women's movement. 
Women are blamed for being oppressed, 
since it’s “not that a woman allows a man 
to run her life, it’s that women would 
allow anyone to run their lives.” 

Nonsense! 

Women face severe penalties, including 
rape or death. for refusing to follow male

‘These concessions, such as passage of the 
ERA amendment and changing guidelines 
on federal employment, take the teeth 
out of our bite and weaken our thrust. 
They convince women change is being 
made when actually only the surface has 
been rearranged.

The first American feminist movement 
lasted more than 72 years. In order to 
gain electoral and political rights, the U.S. 
movement focused on the vote. In order 
to get the vote, four generations of 
women conducted: 

56 campaigns of referenda to male 
voters, 

480 campaigns to get state legislatures 
to present suffrage amendments to voters, 

47 campaigns.at state constitutional 
conventions to get women's suffrage 
written into state constitutions, 

277 campaigns at state political 
conventions to get women's suffrage 

planks adopted, 

! 30 campaigns to get presidential 
conventions to adopt women’s suffrage 
platforms, 

19 campaigns with 19 successive 
Congresses to get a national women's 
suffrage amendment, 

The Nineteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution went into effect exactly 50 
years ago on August 26th, 1920. 

Despite all legal and institutional 
changes, women are still the inferior sex 
in America. The earlier feminist 
movement did not bring freedom to 
women. t 

There have been other feminist 
movements in the past. They have all 
foundered on the reality! o free women 
means to overthrow all parts of male 


society. 

In 323 B.C., Roman women protested 
sexist laws.

But the new 
laws were not implemented. Tho women 
had a greater voice in Roman politics, 
they could not head, or send female 
representatives to,the Senate. Tho equal 
pay laws were passed, economic 
exploitation of women, especially within 
the family, continued. These were all 
changes within the existing framework of 
society and the society remained male- 
oriented. So, as Juvenal noted, women 
could act as their own lawyers but all the. 
judges were male. Women could be 
wrestlers and fencers, but not for money. 
They could compete in athletic events 
but only as amateurs. They could 
make love to actors but not act on the 
stage for money and fame or art. They 
could legally have any number of lovers 
they wanted, but they had to marry "in 
legal form" and thus be bound financially 
and politically to the «lifestyle and 
personal whims of their husbands. 

Roman women were given the leisure 
and luxuries, but not the responsibilities 
and commitments of freedom. When tne 
Roman "New Woman" used her leisure 
for uncreative energy outlets, the men 
had the excuse they neaded to destroy all 
female rights. By mid- second century 
A.D. , Roman women had lost most of 
whatever they had originally gained. 

In pre Dorie Greece and pre-Tatar 
Russia, Amazons battled fiercely to 
protect their matriarchies, neither giving

But there is no 
indication that they launched a social 
movementafter the patriarchal victory 
was consolidated. 

There is no evidence of a feminist 
movement in the activities of lOth 
century female religious leaders and 
prephetesses in Arabia. Matriarchal 
remnants of Egyptian society consistently 
fought off patriarchal attacks until the 
Moslem reign of “rack and fire” but no 
cohesive feminist movement resulted. 


Medieval witches were often the only 
women to speak out against male 
supremacy in their time. But most were 
too isolated from each other in time and 
distance to constitute a movement. 

Marguerite of Navarre, a lGtlícentury 
French queen, is said to have headed a 
nascent feminist movement, but no 
herstorical data h&k confirmed this yet. 


In sixteenth century Japan, women 
created the (then all-female) “Kabuki” 
theatre form, just as women had much 
earlier invented and formalized Japanese 
popular literature. But no data presently 
connects this to a feminist movement in 
the area. : 

The Renaissance women who created 
"salons" or meeting places for the most 
talented and intelligent people of their 
era may have formed part of a budding 
feminist movement. But male ridicule of

one recalls that the military, industry,

“bluestockings” or intellectual women 
destroyed popular support for feminism. 
isolated calls for a new fei m 
arose in lBth century Europe but not 
until 1848 was a specific 
movement proclaimed. 

The 19th century movement gave 
women a base to work with. Many 
reforms accomplished then led to the 
present humanist feminist preoccupation 
with “the right to be a person". No 19th 
century farmwife or “factory girl” would 
have had the leisure to think about, much 
less demand, the total rightto full 
personhood in a humane society. 

The 1848 U.S. movement resulted in 
feminist movements around the world 
from Canada to Malaysia. All these 
movements have guaranteed women the 
same legal and political rights once 
guaranteed Roman women. But now we 
knowthe results of compromising our 
ideals. We must not again become the 
“New Woman" notorious for her lack of 


social responsibility. Regaining our 


woman's 


personhood means 
becoming responsible for our planet. That | 


must be a primary reason for the 
overthrow of male supremacy and the 
creation of a new kind of world.

Such 
departments include: Social Service, 
Social Work, Homemaking, Library 
Science, Education, Decorative Art, 
Household Administration and 
Dietetics. Some of the traditional 
departments have beenabolished in 
many colleges as a progressive move in 
recent years. Their faculty have either 
moved into other women's departments 
or left higher education; they have 
rarely integrated into the men's 
departments.

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| | Six years ago Title VII of the Civil 


Rights Aet became law, making it 
unlawful for private employ 
cemployment agencies ang labor « 
zations to discriminate in the hiring, 
firing, c n or promotion of an 
individu; unt of race, color, 
religion, nal origin. 

‘The Act came just one year after the 

Equal Pay Act which forbids wage 
discrimination on the basis of sex, 
* Before these two federal statutes were 
enacted there was a handful of state law 
prohibiting sex-based job discrimination 
but for the most part the picture was very 
bleak indeed. 

The first equal pay for equal work 
statutes were passed in 1919 by Montana 
and Mic u. but by as late as 1953 only 


no state had law 
discrimination in hiring. In the last 
decade, however, there have h 
enormous strides. Besides the two federal 
statutes mentioned above, by 1968 36 
states had adopted equal pay for equal 
work laws and 2| have enacted 
prohibitions against sex-based 
employment discrimination. 

The fact is that in the area of 
employment we have made more progress 
in this last decade than in all our history 
put together. At least on the books, 
women have come a long way. 

But if instead of looking at the books 
we look at the reality, the picture is still 
very bleak. 

The median wage of year-round 
full-time workers (14 years or older) was, 
according to the Women’s Bureau, 
Department of Labor, as follows in 1967: 
Men $7182.00; Women $4150.00. In the 
same year, less than 3% of full-time 
year-round women workers earned sates 
of .$10,000 or more, while the ratio for 
mien was 23%. The Department of Labor 
further found that professional women 
made uniformly less money than men 
working in comparable jobs. Less lucky 
than these women were the others, the 
one out of six female college graduates 
who in 1968 worked in nonprofessional 
jobs as salesgirls, clerks, and factory 
operators. 

The reality that these and theneedless 
other depressingly repetitive statistics 
reflect is that job discrimination agains, 


and wages is still rampant. 

But what about that long list of laws 
we just enumerated? Why aren't these 
laws enforced? 

The reasons are very complicated. 
They take us into an analysis of our 
whole social structure, our whole social, 
economic and culturalfabric and history, 
and the subtle and complex power 
networ! d rrelationships that 
result in d à and oppression.

Degeneration is a process in 
language in which a word loses its good 
or neutral meaning and acquires a bad 
connotation.

The Greek 
word for uterus was hystera. 

COURTESAN originally a 
feminine member of court circles, 
related to courtier and courtly which 
didn't undergo degeneration. Obviously 
courtesans had to sleep with the king to 
keep their station but if courtiers slept 
with the queen why didn't couftier also 
degenerate in meaning? 

COQUETTE from French coq 
“cock”, originally applied to someone 
who behaved like a barnyard cock, 
strutting about. Then it became applied 
to humans-the word “cocky” still
